We know, however, that a perfon who, fome time 
ago, offered to fend «difpatches to India, for the Go- 
vernment, which fhould arrive in much lefs_ time than 
by the ufual mode of conveyance, and whofe propofals 
were, at that time, not accepted, was a few days ago 
fent for, by Minfters, from the country; and difpatched 
with letters to India at’ a few- hours notice. 

A fpecial Court of Direéors was fimmoned to be 
held-at.the Eaft-India Houfe this day, in confequence 
of fome comsbunications from the Board of Controul, 
on the fubject of the aft difpatches from India. 

The houfe of Thorley, Morifon, and Co. of Riga, 
have remitted to the Bank sool. in aid of the volunta- 
ry contributions for the defence of the country ; and 
other fuls(criptions from Britifh merchants refident there 
may be expected for.the fame purpofe. : 

Yelterday the Manfion-Houfe Committee received 
advice of a remittante of 10,0001. being on its way ftom 
the Governor and iriliabitants of the ifland of ti- 
nique.

The matter of a veffel-which arrived on the 7th at 
Genoa,, from a Spanith port, relates that he faw off Ma- 
laga 11 Englififttips of war under Portuguefe colours.

The King of Spaia has acquainted ott Government 
of hig intention to fend a frigate and two other veffels 
to Leghorn, for the purpofe of bringing t ¢ Pope from 
Tufcany to Spain; and has requefted that thefe thips 
might not be molefted by our cruizets. Ours Govern- 
ment has’taken the earlieft opportunity to inform Lord 
St Vincent of its compliance with this requeft, and has 
ordered the Admital to render:his Holinefs all'the ho- 
nours die to -his rank and his misfortunes, which he 
has. borne with the utmoft fortitude. 

- "This moyning arrived a mail from New York-and 
Hallifax. 

Ata late hour on Monday night the Hambargh 
mail due on Wednefday laft arrived at the poft-office. 
The intelligence refpeéting the negociation at Raltadt 
being anterior to the account: by the laft French papers, 
is no way interefting. It is velieved there that the 
general points have been agreed oa, which, fhould 
they be approved by the Emperor and the Directory, 
will foon terminate all difputes. ‘The ‘conjectures re- 
fpeéting the Toulon fleet, in the leti®:s by this mail, 
are alfo of little importance, the Frenc: accounts being 
much later: “Ae 
» .A letter from Baftia, in Corfica, of the 12th ult. 
fays, “ Buonaparte has already paffed the fouthero 
point of Sardinia, and is proceeding on his voyage.— 
A few difcharges of cannon will enfure to France the 
fovereignity of Egypt and the trade of India, the trade 
in faé of the world. The cutting through of the 
Ifthmus of Suez, ina dired line, is indeed not pofhible, 
but a junction of the Mediterranean fea with the Ara- 
bian Gulph, ina certain fenfe, is poffible. An expe- 
dition will be undertaken from Egypt againft the Britith 
Indies. . It has:long been eftimated that 10,000 French 
troops would be fufficient to enfure the conquett of India, 
and Buonaparte has between 30 and 40,000. From 
the plague nothing is to be feared, as it generally 
ceafes about the end of June. This expedition is one 
of the events which will make an zra in the hiltory of 
the world, and decide the fate of its commerce. . It has 
already more than half fucceeded, and the preparations 
at Toulon, which were confidered as impoflible, have 
been rendered eafy “by the Helvetic and Roman Re- 
volutions, combined with other great caufes. 

The King of Sweden has given orders to,augment 
his marine by the addition of. feveral thips of the line. 
The Swedifh Government bas ordered at the fame time 
that the tax on convoys fhall be raifed to ten per cent, 
on exports. On imports the duty is only one per cent. 
To diminith the former, and encreafe the latter, is 
furely a very fingular policy. 

The King of Naples has required every convent in 
his dominions to fupply the {tate with a man, to be 
maintained at the expence of the convent—one man 
for every five nuns.

INTELLIGENCE FROM FRANCE. 

It has been reported for fome days palt, that the 

French Directory had received difagreeable intelligence, 

which they found neceflary to keep very private. ‘The 

following extracted from the Sua feems to corroborate 

that report.

We {top the prefs to ftate, that a report very ftrong- 
ly prevails, of intelligence having been received, that a 
meffage had been addreffed by the French Directory to 
the Council of Five Hundred, in which they intimate 
that the Council muft prepare themfelves to hear of an 
event fingularly calamitous to the Republic.—We re- 
ceive this intelligence through fo refpectable a channel, 
that we are inclined to give a great degree of credit to it.

The following 
is a brief abftrac& of the moft prominent parts of their 
contents :-—

‘ [It may here be obferved, that fome time ago, the 
French journals flated, that the King of Sardinia had 
applied to the Direétory, to interpofe and fettle the dif- 
pute between him and his rebellious fubjects, fo that the 
French troops muft have made their entry with confent 
of the Court of Turin. } 

By the capitulation figned on the asth of Prairial 
(June 13), between the Plenipotentiaries of the Order 
of Malta and: General Buonaranre, it is ftipulated, 
that the Grand Mafter Homrecus fhall have a penfion 
of 300,000 francs, until hat France, by the effec of 
her influence at the. Congrefs of Raftadt, thall obtain 
for him, if poflible, a principality during his life, with 
an equal revenue in Giwies 

The French Knights are allowed to return to France. 
Thofe who are under 60 are to have a penfion for life 
of 1000 francs, and-thofe: who are above it a péenfion of 
2000. . 

‘The following details relative to the taking of Malta, 
are given ina letter ‘from that ifland, dated the 25th 
Prairial-—June 13. 

The armament commandefl by General Buowna- 
pagre, arrived on the 21{t Priarial, (June g,) at day 
bréak, within fight of the ifland of The convoy 
from Civita ‘Vecchia arrived three days ago. 

On the 21ft, in the evening, an Aid-de-Camp was 


fent by the General in Chiefto atk liberty of the Grand 
Mafter to water in the different anchorages of the ifland. 
The Grand Mafter ordered the C of the French 


Republic, at Malta, to be the bearer of his anfwer, 
which was ‘go: abfolute refufal, as he could not, he faid, 
allow. more than two tranfports to enter at a time. ‘This, 
if the calculgtion were made, would have taken a rota- 
tion of 300 ‘days. < 

The want of the army was urgent, and it beeame a 
duty to employ force to fupply it. Admiral Baveys 
was ordered to prepare for making adefcent. “He fent 
Rear-Admiral Branquet with his fquadron, and the 
convoy from Civita Vecchia, to effectuate ‘a defcent in 
the Buy of Marfa Siroco. The convoy from Genoa 
difembarked at the head of St Pau!; that from Mar- 
feilles at the ifland of Goffe. The General of Brigade 
Lanes, and the Chief of Brigade Marmont, ‘landed 
within canaon-fhot of the batteries. General Dessaix 
ordered the General of Brigade Biertarp to land with 
the aft. He took poffeffion of all the forts which de- 
fend the road and anchorage of Marfa Siroco. 

On the 22d, (the roth) at day-break, our troops 
were landed at all points, notwith{tanding the oppofition 
of a heavy cannonade: . On the evening the fortrefs was 
invefted on all fides, and the ret of the ifland fubmitted. 
General Recniex took poffeflion of the ifland of 
Goffe. General Baracuey v’Hinziers of all the 
fouth of the ifland of Malta, after having made {everal 
Knights and two hugdred troops prifoners. General 
Dessaix was, by this time, within piltol fhot of the 
glacis of 1a’ Cottonere and fort Riccazoli, and had ‘a- 
ken feveral of the Knights prifoners. 

The unfortunate inhabitants. being alarmed beyond 
any thing that.can be imagined, took refuge in the town 
of Malta, which was ‘by this means fufficiently filled 
with people. 

During all the evening of the 22d a brifk cannonade 
was kept up from the town. The befieged made a 
fortie ; but the Chief of Brigade Marmont, at the 
head of the 1gth, took from them the ftandard of their 
Order. 

‘On the fame day, the 22d, we began to difembark 
the artillery. 

The Gtand Matter fent, on the morning of the 23d, 
to requeft a fufpenfion of arms. The Chief of Brigade 
Junor was immediately fent to him with authority to 
fign a fufpenfion of arms, if he confented, as a prelimi- 
nary, to negociate fot the furrender of the place. 

Citizens Poussieryns and Dotomren were like- 
wife fent to found the intentions of the Grand Mafter 
and the inhabitants. The fufpenfion of arms was 
then concluded for twenty-four hours. 

On the 23d, at midnight, the Plenipotentiaries of 
the Grand Mafter came on board the Orient, where 
they concluded, during that night, a definitive conven- 
tion. ; vty 

At the head of the deputation of the Grand Matter 
was the Commander Bosrepon-Ransijaty Knight 
of the ci-devant Tongue of Auvergne, who, the mo- 
ment that he faw the Knights take up arms again{t the. 
French, wrote to the Grand Malter, that it was his 
duty as a Knight of Malta, to fight againft the Turks, 
but not his own countrymen ; that, therefore, he would 
take no partin the bad conduét of the Order on this 
occafion, He was immediately imprifoned, and was 
only fet at liberty to negociate. 

Qn the 24th’ the French army entered the town, and 
took poffefion of all the forts. On the fame day at 
noon, the {quadrcn came to anchor in the port.

The Prefes next laid before the Meeting, written informa- 
tion from the Windygates Committee, of which he himfelf was 
Conveher, That four Members of’ this Society had been con- 
cerhed in a mob at Balbirny, Balgony, and Dary, or one or o. 
ther of thefe places, in oppofition to the militia ad, and had at 
leaft countenanced fedition by their prefence in the mob. That 


“ If any Member be found guilty of feditious practices, crime, 
“ or mifdemeanor punifhable by the laws of the land, that can 
“ in any monner britig odium or difctedit on the Society, from 
“ his being a Member of it, he thall- be immediately expelled, 
“ and be incapabletof re-admiffion.’” _ And moved that, in com 
pliance with faid Regulation, thefe Members be expelled from 
this Society, - 7 . 

‘The Meeting found the crime of fedition proven agaioft John 
Chrifty, tenant in ‘Tullybreak, and wnanimoufly agreed to ex- 
pel him from this Society, and hismame was ftruck from the 
lift of Members, And in regard that the other three acculed 
Members denied the faét, and that only one Member in this 
prefent meeting was able to fay pofitively that he faw two of 
them in the mob at Balbirny, the Meeting refolved to delay 
expelling, and recommend:to their Committee to meet at the 
New Inn, on the third Wedneféay of July next, to enquire in- 
to the fact, and if proven, to expel them from this Society.— 
And they inftruS% their Committee to admit of no defence, if 
the fa& ot being in the mob is satisfa@torily proved, unlefs the 
accufed fhall be able to‘prove their being forced into the mob, 
and kept in it by the fame means, or applied to by a Magiftratc 
toaffit him ip keeping the peace. Being prefent inany of 
ther way, the Saciety cannot co aa innocent, and are ‘re+ 
folwed to execute the rules of the Socicty.in this refpe with fe- 
vetaty’ be, 

The Meeting next proceeded'to-cxamine the accaunts of the ex- 
pence of oppoling the late road bill from being paffed into a law- 
until it was made to affeét che,Heritorg-exadily in the fame way 
as.it affected the Farmers; and found that thirty-feven parithes 
of this county had honoura ly paid their proportion of that ex- 
pence, viz. 78. 6d. per ploughgate, and that if the .remaivin 

parithes had paid in the fame’ preportion, the fum raifed woul 

have been fully adequate to defray the. whole expence, without 
requiring any aid above their. juft proportign, from the two 
hundred farmers who fubfcribed the ito pay the whole ;— 
even if they fhould be ungeneroufly abandoned by their bre- 
thten.  Atid as this Meeting fled of information from 
feveral of the moft refpedtable farmers refiding in thofe parifhes 
who have contributed nothing, that their not doing fo, hasbeen 
chiefly owi we che paglgiore of Sait: ipeiactce lle® we 
ver taking the trouble to call upon them for their proportion, 
and that they are equally willing to contribute as} thofe 
who have already paid, having an equal intereft and equal be- 
nefit with chem, from the very neceflary meafures purfued and 
conducted to a fuccefsful iffue : eh . 

The Meeting therefore named new ColleSors, and recom- 
mended them to‘complete the collection immediately, and re- 
queft themr and the former collectorsand any contributors that 
chufe to take the trouble, to.attend the Committee at New Inn, 
on the third Wednefday of July next, to.examine thefe accounts 
with the ftriéteft imp: ity, that they may be enabled to 
teltify to their refpeCive parithes, that they have feen every far- 
thing paid by them properly accounted for. 

And in the mean time, finding that the deficiency is lefs than 
one hundred pounds Sterling, and that it would be unhandfome
